While outdoor skating is indulged in chiefly 
by the light hearted little ones it gives exercise 
and stimulus to all. The business man, walk- 
ing sturdily to the elevated station, his mind 
in commercial matters, is made 
to forget the sordid cares of every day and the 
calculation of dollar and cents by being forced 
to hop nimbly off the walk to avoid being run 
down by a childish skater. And the stout, 
phlegmatic person, Who does not believe in 
health giving exercise, by being suddenly but- 
ted in the stomach by the white haired little 
boy who is racing with the y across the 
street, is forced to sit down on the stone pave- 
ment with great force.

Amateur chauffeurs, however, probably re- 
ceive the greater amount of mental and 
physical exhilaration from street skating.

Her head is 
down and she sees not the oncoming jugger- 
naut. The chauffeur sees that his car is bound 
to run the child down.

Most sinister thoughts pass through the ama- 
teur chauffeur’s mind regarding those who skate 
in the streets. The streets the chauffeur knows 
are sacred to automobiles and he plots darkly 
to have a law passed putting every roller skater 
that is caught in the street in the bridewell for 
six weéks. Then seeing that it is growing dark 
and no policemen are looking, he speeds up the 
car to something like three times the legal 
limit, and proceeds madly on his way.

piston rods of a Mississippi river steamboat. 
They do it sob-easily that the people who have 
learned how to roller skate in six lessons at a 
correspondence school are inspired to skate that 
way too.

Expert skaters do mang strange evolutions, 
such as the figure eight, the American eagle, 
the backward glide, single footing, d the Au- 
stralian cra These movementaf are harder 
than they look, Amateurs fall into grave er- 
rors in attempting them. The backward glide 
as performed by the expert, consisting in swing- 
ing around on e foot, the other foot being 
carried jauntily ih the air and then placed gen- 
tly but firmly on the floor. Most amateurs in 
swinging the other foot, usually kick some in- 
offending party in the patella, which is in no 
way a part of this evolution. 

Amateurs who glide backward also frequently 
forget that they should keep a steady look out 
astern, so as to avoid collision. This forgetful- 
ness sometimes brings them into the lap of the 
flat cornet in the band, who is usually a 
peevish person who makes remarks of a disap- 
proving nature. 

Rink skating, however, is held in high favor, 
especially by chauffeurs and pedestrians on the 
street who do not skate themselves. These 
persons think that all roller skaters should not 
only go to skating rinks but that they should 
be sent there for at least thirty or sixty days 
or until released by the board of pardons. 
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Burnham Predicts Smokeless City. 


ONDON, Oct. 14.—Dantel H. Burnham of 

Chicago delivered the principal address 

today at the town planning conference. 

Hundreds of architects from all over the 

world héard him depict the model smoke- 
less and dustiess city of the future. Subways, 
he said, would do much to bring about these 
ideal conditions. 

„My subject,” seid Mr. Burnham, is a city of 
the future under a democratic government. 
Some great men, and among them Herbert 
Spencer and Lord Macaulay, have predicted the 
downfall. of the American democracy. Never- 
theless. having firm confidence in our new mix- 
ture of bloods, our new environment, our 
searching publicity, and our growing intelli- 
gence, I cannot doubt that the American democ- 
racy will persist. It takes far greater ability to 
subvert liberty. how than ever before since 
man’s history began, and so I promise perma- 
nence to democratic institutions.” 

The speaker reviewed the achievements in 
town planning in America and spoke of the 
work which the Montreal commission has in 
hand under the leadership of Sir William C. 
Van Horne. : ö . , 
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“Chicago ts moving practically and with 
determination in the matter of improvement, 
and hopes to educate the people to demand de- 
lightfulness ag a part of life and to devise ways 
of getting it,” he said. -“ Pessimists abound 
and have always abounded. To them most of 
the big and splendid things are chimerical. In 
1856 there was little street paving in the United 
States and not much in London or Paris. There 

it sewerage systems, water systems, 
gas, electric power and light, street cars, side- 
walks, or other systems, but all these we have 
now. We do things that would make our for- 


bears think us magicians. 


“ Our city of the future will be without smoke, 
dust, or gases from manufacturing plants, and 
the air will, therefore, be pure. The streets will 
be as clean as our drawing rooms today. Smoke 
will ve ly consumed, and the gases lib- 


thorough 
4 erated in manufacturing will be tanked and 
5 durned. 9 

a ays will be operated electrically, all 


ng operations will be effectually shut, in 


te prevent the escape of dust, and horses will 


disappear from the streets. Out of all these 


things will come not only commercial economy 
but bodily health and spiritual joy. 

“As the water is already generally Hure, all 
that is needed is more economy in its use. Con- 
gestion is intolerable in all the great cities of 
the world and relief is imperative. It will be 
found in diverting people in other directions 
and in changing construction so as to carry 
more traffic. 

We may expect, in any event, double tunnels 
under all the business streets and the utmost 
use of the present street levels by extensive 
double decking and many more overhead trans- 
portation lines. Some time the rush in the 
cities may cease, but I see no signs now of its 

_ceasing, and meanwhile crdwding must be dealt 

with. We need systems of bypasses around the 
congested districts. We need still more and 
mainly to diminish the number of people and 
vehicles using given areas. 


— 

Broadly speaking, the city of the future will 
not bring to its center any goods not intended 
for use or consumption therein. At Chicago 66 
per cent of the tonnage in and out is not for 
home use, but for distribution to other places. 
In view of this fact we designed a general 
freight scheme for the entire city’s use, with 
car yards, freight depots, and warehouses com- 
‘bined, eight miles from the city, where all trains 
shall unload and reload.” 

The speaker explained the tnadequacy of the 
terminal facilities in Chicago and advocated 
excavation from building line to building line 
deep enough to allow for every needed trans- 
portation service and circulatory system, 30 
that it would never again be necessary to dis- 
turb the surface of the street. 

“I believe,” he continued, that such a course 
would be economical both for the public service 
companies and the city government.” 

—— 

Mr. Burnham urged the town planners to 
conserve and further the park ovement in 
every way possible. “Do this,” he sald, pe- 
cause of the effect of nature upon citizenship. 
Other things being equal, a person accustomed 
to living in nature has a distinct advantage all 
his life over the purely town bred man. Allure 
your city denizen to sylvan nature, for it is 
there he finds the balm his spirit needs. Where 
a town lies near the water, keep all the shore 
for: the people.” \

The Baked Apple. 


HE baked apple is one of the most conven- 
lent, reliable, and agreeable of our easy 
and highly excellent desserts or side 
dishes, but there are baked apples and 
baked apples. Some have little or no vir- 

tue in them because the taste has been cooked 
out instead of in. To baste the apple with a 
liquid that is largely sugar, flavored with apple 
juice, is one of the ways of keeping taste in. 
To cook the apple in considerable water, basting 
or not basting, is likely to cook considerable 
taste out. 

This time of year the sweet apple may be ob- 
tained for baking and it is an excellent luncheon 
or even breakfast dish eaten in milk, plenty of 
it—apples and milk instead of bread and milk. 
If an apple is not sweet it should De.genuinely 
sour and crisp, or it is not good for baking. 
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Baked Apples with Butter and Sugar Sirup.— 
Four medium sized apples, one-half pound of 
sugar, one ounce of butter. Remove core from 
apples and place in a pie tin; fill opening with 
sugar and butter and bake slowly until done. 
Take them out carefully and place them on a 
platter. Place tin of juice on stove and add the 
remainder of sugar and butter and boil, stirring 
constantly until it becomes light brown. Add 
boiling water to make it the consistency of thin 
jelly and pour over apples. Serve warm.—Mra. 
Sarah T. Slayton, 6627 Michigan avenue. 

Baked Apples, Creole Style.—Pare and core six 
tart apples; fill the cavities with sugar, lemon 
juice, and water. Bake until tender, but not 
broken. Remove to a serving dish, fill the cen- 
ters with jelly or marmalade, and pour any 
liquid left in the baking dish over them. Beat 
the whites of two eggs until dry, then gradually 
beat in two tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar, 
then cut and fold in two tablespoonfuls more, 
adding one-half teaspoon of vanila extract and 
one-fourth teaspoon of lemon extract. Press 
the meringue on the tops of the apples, using a 
forcing bag and star tube; let stand in oven 
moderately heated eight minutes. Serve warm.

Stuffed Baked Apples. — Core apples, fill center 
with sugar, place in a pan with a little water, 
and bake until tender. Place a toasted marsh- 
mallow with a few chopped English walnut 
meats in the center of each and serve cold with 
whipped cream.—L. De Matte, 6608 Carpenter 
street. 

Baked Apples.—Core but do not peel apples 
and place in covered dish containing water. On 
each apple put sugar and a little butter,’ These 
ate practically steamed apples and delicious, the 
skin, not being so hard as when baked. Keep 
covered until ready to serve. There should be a 
hice amount of liquid for each one.—Mrs. W. J.

Mr. Stock’s overture was received with en- 
thusiasm, and one may safely assume, from the 
energy and duration of the applause, that his 
personal popularity was but a small factor 
in its provocation. The melancholy and sensu- 
ous melodies of Techaikowsky achieved a some- 
what less emphatic expression of approval, the 
audience evidently being wearied by its length. 

The intermission possibly failed to bring re- 


lief, for the great Beethoven overture, which in 


the past has been wont to evoke a demonstra- 
tion from Thomas audiences, was given no 
greater measure of applause than was accorded 
several movements of the phony, fle the 
Wagner prelude was given Only the most per- 
functory recognition, the audience exhibiting 
great eagerness to leave the hall, despite the 
fact that the program had endured but one 
hour and forty-five minutes, including the in- 
termission.

Lest it be thought that the waning interest 
of the public lay in the quality of the perform- 
ance, be it said that the orchestra is seemingly 
the same precise musical machine that it was 
before so much new talent was incorporated in 
it and that Mr. Stock evidently had taken great 
pains in preparing the first program of the sea- 
son. His efforts bore fruit in a splendid en- 
semble in the strings, notably in the first 
violins, where the new faces were discovered. 
There was hardly a flaw in the whole after- 
noon. Once in the Beethoven overture, and 
again in the Wagner prelude, there seemed to 
be a momentary exhibition of youthful en- 
thusiasm from the first desk of the violins that 
manifested itself in a tendency to hurry the 
tempo. But the fault was corrected almost be- 
fore it was observed. 

Once or twice the brasses were a trifie over- 
emphatic in the big climaxes, if the severest 
standards of tonal beauty are to be @pplied. But 
Chicagoans are so inured to noise t it can 
but. serve to stimulate their enthusiasm, if 
the response of the audience is reliable evidence, 

Rarely has Orchestra hall: echoed tosuch a 
volume of sound as Mr. Stock called forth in the 
climax of his march. He employed here the 
“Star Spangled Banner and in the course of 
the march he found eccasion to in other 
American folk tunes, Dixie,“ The Old Folks 
at Home,” and “ Yankee Doodle.” 

Mr. Borowsky, in the program notes, informs 
us that Mr. Stock sought, in employing these 
melodies, to remind us that the labors of the 
Thomas orchestra had been devoted entirely to 
the upbuilding of music in America, and the 
he did to them in the way of 
varied harmonic color and effective contrapuntal 
device offered eloquent commentary on Ameri- 
can musical progress, through German initi- 
ative, as it were. 

The march is really a splendid composition 
of its kind. It pulses with rhythmic life, it 
searches out all resources of the orchestra, and 
in the trio, it develops a beautiful susteined 
melody that is invested with all the charm of 
a sensuous harmonic environment. To dis- 
cover our comfortable old friends Dixie and 
“Yankee Doodle” in such gorgeous surround- 
ings was entertaining in a way. One was in- 
terested to see how they would behave, and, 
thanks to Mr. Stock's well known adroitness, 
one had no occasion to be embarassed on the 
score of American adaptability.

Tschaikowsky's fourth symphony is his least 
fortunate effort in that form. The thematic ma- 
terial is frequently pleasing; but rarely of real 
significance. On the. other hand, the whole 
work, with the exception of the scherzo, is 
filled with that unnatural melancholy that is 
characteristic of the man and his music. But 
it is a splendid orchestral display piece and 
for that reason Mr. Stock probably selected it. 
If so he found in it the opportunities he 
sought. He develaped a warm and rich violin 
tone in the first and second movements, to pass 
over the well known excellence of the wood- 
wind section without nearer comment. He 
showed the rhythmical precision of his or- 
chestra in the sparkling pizzicafl of the 
scherzo, which he might well have repeated had 
he listened favorably to the urging of the au- 
dience, while for the anti-climax of the finale 
the composer, not the conductor, was re- 
sponsible. 

The Beethoven reading was remarkable for 
its fidelity to the ideals, of the classic school. 
Mr. Stock simply sought to present it accu- 
rately and with sympathy, and carefully re- 
frained from attempting to add anything to 
it, which is the highest of interpretative ideals 
where Beethoyen is concerned. He succeeded 
fully. as Tachaikowsky had spoiled the mood 
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for Beethoven. The indifference of the 00

Then he goes on to say: 
Considered by itself the philosophy of Moliére is 
like his morality and his religion; it is that of a 
man of the world. It is not vague or dreamy or 
mystic; it is practical, even if it has a flavor of 
epicureanism rather than of stoicism. It is not 
nourished on extractions; it clings to the cancrete 
facts, interpreting them, no doubt, but aleo con- 
trolled by them. It is not unlike the eminently 
serviceable 
enough for every day use, but not sustaining in 
the darker crises of existence. It leads Moliére 
to take human nature as he finds it, not expecting 
too much, and not unduly disappointed when men 


expectations. It does not prevent his warning 
his fellows of the danger of selfishness and of 
hypocrisy; neither does it stimulate him with 
high hope that his caution will be heeded by many 
of those who hear him. It never awakens him to 
wrath against mankind at large, and to scorn- 
ful contempt for the human race ae a whole. It 
helps him to laugh out loud rather than to weep 
or to scold. It is kindly and not uncharitable. 
It prevents him from idealizing humanity and it 
helps him to keep his grip on reality, on things 
as they are. 

* Moliére he pronounces the chief figure of 
all French literature, and especially of the 
classic period, and he argues that this posi- 
tion he held not only because be happened 
to live under Louis XIV. and because he 
painted the society of that period, not only 
because he was the most indubitable genius 
of.the era but also because he accepted the 
classical theory and conformed his practice 
to it and found himeelf at ease within it.“ 
Prof. Matthews makes the bold statement 
that Moliére has found little favor with 
women: 

He is too direct, too keen eyed, and too plain 
speken to please them greatly. He appears to them 
lacking in passion and in poetry. Certainly he fails 
to idealize them, and they resent this, finding hie 
comedies without that which delights them 
and fiatters them in Shakspeare’s plays.

N is a fact, also, that women do not greatly care 
for any of the bolder humorists, not even for Shaks- 
peare when he ie at his richest and broadest, as in 
Falstaff, for instance. They draw batk from the 
hearty animality of it, the healthy grossmess, which 
ig a necessary element of large geniua, and which 
we can discover in Luther and Franklin and Lin- 
coln, as well as in Shakspeare Moliére. Women 
Ime to shut their eyes to this lower aspect of our 
common humanity; and they see no reason why 
attention should be called te it. They often prefer 
the feeble and unhealthy idealism of Shelley and 
of Poe, which seeks to soar above the soll and 
which only too often falls into the mire. Doren 
when humor is not free and penetrating, women 
cannot help preferring a more pathetic treatment of 
life. They would rather weep than laugh. And 
there are no tears in Moliére, but only the true 
comedy of mankind, with the mirth that clears the 
air and helps us to live our lives in thie world. As 
Goethe said. Moli@re ie a genuine man; there is 
nothing distorted about him. He chastened men 
by drawing them just as they are. 

I do. not wia to dispute so eminent an au- 
thority as Prof. Matthews, but I think he 
will fing more men who prefer Shelley and 
Poe to Moliére; also, perhaps. for the reason 
that they are better acquainted with those 
two poets than with the French dramatist. 
Moliére is not one whom men desert as they 
grow older: 

He ia for all ages of man Mm youth we may enjoy 
him unthinkingly, amused dy bis comic abun- 
dance, hie rollicking drollery, his frank fun. As 
we mature his Spell over us strengthens its hold, 
and we discover the mmer qualities of his work, his 
insight into human ‘motives, and his marvelous 
skill in revealing character.

But, as stated 
by the attorney general of the United States 
in his argument before the Supreme court 
in fhe Standard Oil case, the law does not 
compel competition; it only prohibits an 
agreement not to compete. 

“ Uppermost in our minds should be the 
proper consideration of the rights of our em- 
ployés. We should make it certain that all 
are so treated that they have the opportunity 
to be welt housed and well fed and well 
clothed. The wages paid should always be 
fair and reasonable.

„% Particularly have we made great strides 
toward safeguarding our employés against 
accidental injuries. A continuation of these 
efforts will result in securing a larger meas-

It is provided that against commercial paper the banks may issue an amount of 
circulation not to exceed 30 per cent of their capital and surplus, and the: com- 
mercial paper must be taken at 75 per cent of its value. Against municipal bonds 
the banks are entitled to issue 90 per cent of their market value. 

It is assu that the Chicago banks will use their commercial paper first as 
security, and thus take out 30 per cent of their. capital and surplus. Following that 
they may take out circulation against state or municipal bonds as approved vad the 
treasury department. 

By deducting from the total amount of capital and surplus the 33 out- 
standing government bond secured circulation there remains the amount possible to 
bfle issued under the emergency law. It may be readily Secomputed, therefore, the 
amount of new circulation that could be taken out at this time.
